Mile* after the Mlnneconloti*. tinder 
Lame Deer, whom he followed with 
pack trains and no Incumbrance* He 
surprised them on the Muddy and bat' 
them eompl-tely surrounded, while a 
dash by Lieutenant Casey had ent 
them off from their ponies. He hoped 
to have them surrender without fur 
ther bloodshed. White Bull, the Chey 
enne chief, was the medium. Their 
response to this wi< a rifle bullet 
through the nrm and body of White 
Bull, hut the offer was again repented 
and Lame f»eer and his warrior Ire 
Htar. neevpted nnd approached, bn* 
during the parley Ijtme Deer stepped 
back and delltierntply fired at the gener 
*1. whose e*o«|ie wn* miraculous, n* h1« 
orderly, w' • wns dlras-tly behind him 
wn* killed by the shot That settled 
the jieare making, nnd "pumping It 
Into them" began. Ijtme Deer nnd Iror 
8tnr being among the flrwt !-• fall. Th< 
rest were killed, captured or scatteivd 

Soon after the events Just narrated a 
man I dearly lotvd uud trusted, who 
hnd stood In-side me at many n trying 
time, bud ridden many u weary ride 
| sad scouted with me under great dim 
cattles met his fan- Jim White, "Huf 
fulo Chips." 

A package of winter clothes bad ar 
rived for me by the river route, anQ 
In parting I bad given him my liesl 
overcoat, a bat nuU other tog*, and hit 
death for (While caused tbe Indian* t*i 
report that I’e-IlN-Ilss-Ku ithnt I* m- 
Indian oamei had fnlh-u. and In *ev 
ersl tribes there were held premntnrc 
obituary rejoicings While sorrow Inf 
for Jim, 1 waa always proud that b* 
made a good showing uud that ht 
brought honor to bis western Mei¬ 
ns me. which was given to him In a 
spirit of raillery by no less a pcnioL 
age than General I'hlJ Sheridan him¬ 
self. 

I will let General Charles King, who 
was present, tell the atory. which be 
has done In his history. “Campaigning 
With Crook:" 

"This tine It Is not my purpose to 
write of 'Buffalo Bill,' but for him of 
another whom I've not yet named. 
The last time we met, Cody und I, la 
asked me to put In print a brief notice 
of a comrade who was very dear t< 
him. nnd It shall be done now. 

“James White was Ids name, n man 
little known east of the Missouri, but 
on tbe plains be was 'Buffalo HU! * 
shadow. I had met him for tbe first 
time at McPherson Station, lu tbe 
Platte valley, In 1871 when he came to 
me with a horse and tbe simple Intro- 
Auction that he waa a friend of Cody's 

“On many a long day's man b after 
that White rode by aj sido along tho 


heard w-ua a volley from tho ruvlno 
uud saw the scouts aud puckers scat¬ 
tering for cover. One soldier held hi* 
ground—shot dead. Another moment 
and It became apparent tbut not one or 
two but u dozen Indian- were crouch¬ 
ing somewhere In that uurrow gorge, 
und the move to get them out assumed 
proportions. Lieutenant Clark of Ova 
vrnl Crook's staff sprang Into Hie en¬ 
trance. carbine lu hand, aud a score of 
cavalrymen followed, while the scout* 
and other* went cautiously along either 
bank, peering warily Into the cave- 
like darkness at the bend. A squad of 
newapuper correNpoitdeuts, led by lh.it 
recklesa Hibernian Klnerty of the Chi¬ 
cago Time*, came tearing over, lieu- II 
lu hand, all eugerocMi for Item*. Just 
as u second volley cutne from the eon 
realed foe, nnd three more of their n* 
sullunt* dropped bleeding In their 
truck* Now our people wore fairly 
aroused, and Officer* uud men by doz¬ 
ens hurried to Hie w-cue The misty 
air rang with shots, und the • hnme- 
looked bad for those redskin*. Ju .l ui 
tbl* moment as 1 wu* running over 
from the western side l caught sight 
of 'Chip*' on the opposlto i-rvot. All 
alone he wn* cautiously making Id* 
wuy on bund* and knees toward the 
head of the ravine, where he could 
look down u|>on the Indians lieiieuth 
A# yet ho was protected from their 
tire by the hunk Itself, hla lean form 
distinctly outlined iigulnst the eastern 
sky. He reached u stunted tree that 
grew on the very edge of the gorge, 
and there he halted, brought Id* rifle 
close under hi* shoulder lu readlucui 
to aim nnd then raised himself slowly 
to bin feet, lifted his bend higher and 
higher ua he iieervd over. Suddenly a 
quick, eager light shone In his face, n 
sharp movement of bis rifle ns though 
he were nliout to raise It to the 
■boulder, when—bang a puff of white 
smoke floated up from the bend of tlie 
ravine •Chips' *prang convulsively tu 
tbe air, clasping his hnnd* to Ids 
breast, and with one startled, ngonlz- 
In cry. 'Oh, my God. boya-goodby. 
Bill!' plunred heavily forward on hi* 
fuee down the slope, shot through the 
heart. 

“Two ndnutes more what Indians 
were left alive wen- prisoner* und that 
"o*tly experience was at nn end. 

"We hurled |K>or 'Chips' In the deep 
ravine with our other dead, nnd no 
icont waa more universally mourned 
:han 'Buffalo Bill'*' follower and do 
roted friend, Jim White."
